A. RATIONALE 


In the allocation of "Investment" and "Expense" resources to fearget 
(Tables B, C and D), the guidelines can only be general. Each Reportive 
Entity should select those criteria which in its judgement best revlect its 
particular circumstances. As a result, it is essential that in each cuse pr. 
Statement explaining the allocation raijonale be provided as a pert of the 
TOD submission of the Reporting Entity. 


B. “INVESTM@NT" 


In general, resources should be allocated upon the basis of planned or 
programmed tasking against tarrets. It is recognized that "Investment? in 
most instances represents the creation of capabilities for fuluré years, ard 
hence .the "Investment" allocation to targets in the Top reporting yaar sill 
not reflect operating capabilities for tha year but rather will reflect a 
plan or decision’ to apply the indicated resources to given Target Areas. 


C. "EXPENSE" (current and projected years) 

In the case of "Expense", which represents operating costs for curre + 
and projected program year capabilities (e.2., for FY 1968), resor-eces’ shoul: 
also be allocated upon the basis of planned tasking. 


D, "EXPENSE" (prior years) 


in the event of historical reporting of "Expense" (e.f., for #¥ LSSF), the 
allocation to target should be based on actual tasking. 


E. CONTINGENCIES 
Resources for intelligence contingencies may be shown as "Undistribvted" 


unless the planning contingency is restricted to a given Target Area, in: 
which case that Area should be icentified.
